airspace in order for the treaty to pass the Senate.

The SUN-TIMES had no pieces on either the Community 


or the Agency during 1979. Their last editorial, in 


November 1978, referred to the "ineptness" of the Agency 


in the Kampiles case and the Iranian situation.
